What is Evangelism of Children? This all-important 
but somewhat elusive subject has been meaningfully 
interpreted and set down for our use in the set of 


recordings, titled Evangelism of Children. One of 
them, "Winning Children for Christ,” deals specifi- 


cally with this subject. Shall we let the record 
speak ... 
Setting: A Parent-teacher meeting, where Evangelism 


of Children is the subject under discussion. 


JUNIOR TEACHER: Mr. Graham, before we go on, would 
you, as our pastor, tell us just what is meant by 
evangelism of children? 

PASTOR: That seems like a good place to 
Paul. The word “evangelism" comes from the word 
in New Testament Greek which in Imglish means 
"Good Tidings." Evangelism is making known the 
good news of God's love. So, every parent, teach- 
er, and pastor who makes known this good news is 
an evangelist. The goal of all that we do in home 
and church in the Christian nurture of children is 
evangelism. The one great purpose of the Chris- 
tian teacher as told’ in one of our best-loved 
Bible stories is to bring children to Jesus. 

PRIMARY TEACHER: Does bringing children to Jesus 
mean that I should lead my primary children to ac- 
cept Him as Saviour? 

PASTOR: Our ultimate goal is that decision, yes. 
But the evangelistic task of the teacher of young 
children is to lay foundations, foundations which 
are basic to accepting Christ as Saviour. This 
significant decision will come ata later time. 
Evangelism, then, involves helping children at 
each stage of development to make the highest de- 
cisions of which they are capable ...

"THIRTEEN MILLION children were born in the 
United States during the past four years, 
four million of them in 1947." With these 
statistics, Dr. Dahlberg opened an address 
in the Syracuse Interdenominational Study 
Conference on Children's Work. The Syracuse

EVANGELISM OF NURSERY CHILDREN: We shall 
provide three-year-olds with happy experi- © 
ences through teachers and parents who are 
Christ-like in their personalities, and 
shall introduce them to Jesus by means of 
simple, oft-repeated stories about Him. 
Thus we shall lay the foundation on which 
deeper understanding and allegiance to 
Christ are built. 


EVANGELISM OF KINDERGARTEN CHILDREN: Fol- 
lowing their Nursery Department experi- 


ences, kindergarten youngsters are led in- 
to a deepening fellowship with God, and 
into a sense of companionship with Jesus 
as they come to know Him by what He said 
and did. We provide opportunities for them 
to put into practice Christian ways of 
living. Thus we shall build a deep inter- 
est in and love for Jesus which should 
lead as the child grows older to an ac- 
ceptance of Him as Lord and Saviour. 


EVANGELISM OF PRIMARY CHILDREN: Building 
upon what has gone before, we shall seek 
to deepen the primary child's experience 
of God through Jesus! revelation of what 
God is like, and through association with 
persons who themselves know and love God; 
and we must deepen his interest in and 
love for Jesus so that he will accept Him 
later as Saviour. 


EVANGELISM OF JUNIOR CHILDREN: Continuing 
the foundations laid in the preceding de- 
partments, parents and teachers will be 
ready to guide juniors to make the great 
decision for Christ, if and when they are 
ready to do so with understanding. A grow- 
ing appreciation for His life, His sacri- 
ficial death, and His resurrection, will 
lead to a deepening sense of companionship 
with Jesus and to an impelling desire to 

follow Him as Lord of their lives.

The words of the King James version are 
used often in the speeches of the people,

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HOME RECRUITMENT IN 


CHRISTIAN TEACHING 


"The family is the greatest educational 
influence in the religious shaping of life." 
No program of Christian education is ade- 
quate which fails to enlist parents as "home 
teachers." And, no program of evangelism is 
realistic which does not encourage and en- 
dorse an atmosphere in the home that is con- 
ducive to spiritual growth. Indeed, Christ- 
ian education and evangelism have no finer 
asset than homes which provide spiritual en- 
couragement, instruction, and guidance for 
every member of the family.. 


In recognition of the fundamental im- 
portance of relating the home and the church 
in programs of teaching and witnessing, 
several new features and emphases are being 
developed by our denomination. "A Message 
to Parents," issued quarterly in connection 
with our Judson Graded Lessons, is to be en- 
larged and improved from the standpoint of 
helping parents to use these lesson materi- 
als more effectively at home each week. 


A proposed family magazine is scheduled 
to make its initial appearance in the Fall 
_ or 1949. This periodical shall carry arti- 
cles of interest to parents and to home 
makers, as well as stories for children and 
_ youth. In addition, the magazine will con- 
tain guides for family worship, program 
suggestions, a section on counseling in 
family problems, and practical suggestions 
on home-church cooperation in Christian 

_ teaching. 


At present we are experimenting with a 
pattern of enlistment called "The Hearth- 
stone Plan" which is, in reality, a program 
of home recruitment in Christian teaching. 
_ The purpose of this program is to enlist the 
cooperation of homemakers in observing 
Christian practices in the home, thereby 
_ creating an atmosphere that is conducive to 
spiritual growth, as well as to the forma- 
tion of Christian attitudes and habits. The 
genius of this plan lays in organizing 
neighborhood Hearthstone Groups, composed of 
those who have indicated a willingness to be 
classified as "practicing Christian fami- 
lies." Hearthstone Homemakers will meet 
‘monthly to discuss common problems, to share 
experiences, and to discover better ways of 
teaching and living religion in the home.

ABOUT MIXED MARRIAGES 


Inter-faith marriages constitute a grow- 
ing problem in Protestant circles today. 
Many young people are uninformed of the 
religious and social consequences of such 
marriages, therefore find it difficult to 
appraise the experience of those who have 
"tried and failed." 


Protestant parents as well as pastors 
must become more aggressive in counseling 
young people against hasty inter-faith 
marriages. Such a pamphlet as "If I Marry A 
Roman Catholic" can be used to excellent ad- 
vantage by parents, youth counselors, and in 
pre-marital counseling groups. Detailed 
data is now available concerning "agreements" 
and "stipulations" which the Roman Catholic 
heirarchy submits for the signature of non- 
Catholics. If such literature is used 
intelligently, and with discretion, more and 
more of our Protestant. youth will "think 
twice" before signing pre-nuptial agreements 
which place them under life-long moral obli- 
gation to the Roman Catholic Church. 


Such a statement as the following can be 
put to good use by those who counsel young 
people in our local churches. This state- 
ment was prepared for the information of non- 
Catholics by the Narberth Movement, a Roman 
Catholic Information Society with head- 
quarters at Narberth, Pennsylvania: 


"Don't ever permit yourself, dear non- 
Catholic friend, to fall in love with a 
Catholic, for love is unreasoning and 
lures its victims into thinking that 
they are exceptions to all rules and 
experiences. 


"Should you determine to marry a Catho- 
lic, you would first have to make an 
agreement, binding in conscience, never 
to interfere with the full performance 
of your wife's religious beliefs and 
practices -- to have all your children 
baptized in the Catholic faith, raised 
in it, educated init. And this you 
would have to continue to do even should 
your wife die when the children are 
still babies. 


"If you were to wed a Catholic, a priest 
-- and only a priest -- could marry you; 
nor would a second ceremony by the 
minister of your own church be permitted. 
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"Should you marry a Catholic, your fami- 
ly would always be divided, religiously 
speaking, and you would be the lone out- 
sider, left at home when the rest went 
to Mass or Benediction, or going alone 
to your own church ona Sunday, or 


trailing along with your wife and 
children, a spectator, but not a par- 
ticipant in their worship. And some day 
you would wonder just what to answer 
when the children who belonged to you 
would ask why you, too, didn't go to 
Confession or Holy Communion. 


"In the Catholic Church marriage is a 
sacrament which calls for mutual spirit- 
ual advancement as well as physical 
love. It calls for children without un- 
natural hindrance -- Catholic children, 
all of them. Marriage, too, is a con- 
tract made before God and man which is 
totally binding ‘till death does us 
part'. 


"The Catholic Church does all in its 
power to discourage mixed marriages and 
permits them only with the greatest of 
reluctance. Its marriage laws were en- 
acted not to antagonize those of other 
creeds, nor to work a hardship on any- 
one, but to safeguard the faith of the 
Catholic -- the faith which is God's 
most precious gift and for which millions 
of Catholics have died. 


"Of course, dear neighbor, you may not 
concur with all this, but perhaps what 
we have said will make you sympathetic 
with the Catholic viewpoint and from the 
non-Catholic viewpoint will make you 
agree that our advice is good when we 
say: ‘Don't marry a Catholic'." 


The Department of Adult Work and Family Life 
is prepared to supply additional materials 
for those who are interested in this problem.

The cabinets were glass enclosed and were 
kept lighted during the Church School hour 
or whenever that room was in use. 


I recall that we would gather around the 
cabinets and examine the trophies which were 
well catalogued. I feel that it was an 
excellent method of missionary education.

As this is being written, two 
Church School Enlargement Pro- 
grams of the community pattern 
are beginning. One of these is 
in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
with Frank E. Johnston serving 
as the national director; the other involves 
several towns in the Finger Lakes section of 
New York State. Seminar sessions for the 
visiting leaders will be held at the First 
Baptist Church of Geneva, New York, with 
Idris W. Jones serving as national director. 
Reports on these programs will be given in a 
later issue of Judson Journal. These two 
Enlargement Programs will run simultaneously 
from November 10 to 19 inclusive. 


During the month of October several Church - 


School Enlargement Programs were held com- 
bining the single church pattern with train- 
ing seminars for visiting. leaders. The first 
one of these Enlargement Programs was held 
in Portland, Maine, through the cooperation 
of Rev. Harold Bonell, pastor of the Central 
Square Baptist Chureh, and Rev. Elmer N. 
Bentley, Director of Christian Education and 
Evangelism for Maine. Rev. Edward R. Nelson 
and his church, the Immanuel Baptist Church 
of Portland, Maine, also cooperated in the 
Enlargement Program, held October 8 to 12. 


Eight churches of several different denomi- 
nations cooperated in the Sunday religious 
census of the community. In addition to the 
large number of prospects discovered, the 
census revealed that both Baptists and Con- 
gregationalists outnumbered Roman Catholics 
in the territory surveyed. 


Those who participated in the seminar ses- 
sions and are how prepared to serve as visit- 
ing leaders within their state are Elmer N. 


Bentley, Edward R. Nelson, Thomas L.Brindley, 
Archie A. Craig, J. Wesley Rafter, Paul 
Barker. Rev. Bonell had previously been a 


visiting leader in an Enlargement Program. 


The second of these combination Church 
School Enlargement Programs and training 
seminars was held in North Platte, Nebraska, 
from October 21 to 26 through the coopera- 
tion of Rev. Mark Richards, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of North Platte, and 
Rev. Joseph 0. Nelson, Director of Christian 
Education for Nebraska. 


Three churches, including a mission of the 
First Baptist Church, participated in the 


census. In a survey covering approximately 
one-fourth of the city the First Baptist 
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Church discovered 420 prospects. This gives — 
indication of a real field of service as the — 
church looks forward to its building program 

on a strategic site inthe near future. 
Those who participated in the seminar ses-

Moreland, and Vernon F. Legg, Director of 
Christian Education for South Dakota. All 
of these are now prepared to lead the Church 
School Enlargement Program in its single 
church pattern. 


Seven churches cooperated in the census on 
Sunday, October 31. They sent out a total 
of 145 callers who completed 2,585 calls, 
securing information on the religious pre - 
ferences of 6,571 persons (approximately one- 
half of the city of Newton, Kansas).

One of 
the metropolitan variations of the program 
was held in Dayton, Ohio, from Sept. 23 - 30. 
Over one hundred churches participated in 
the census on Sunday, September 26, These 
churches sent out 3,500 census takers who 
secured information. on the religious prefer- 
ences of approximately 200,000 persons. 
Thanks to the splendid publicity and prepara- 
tion for the census made by Dr. Reuben Cole- 
man and his committees, and to the fine co- 
operation of the Jewish and Gatholic as well 
as Protestant groups, less than one-tenth of 
one percent of the homes refused to give in- 
formation. Our Baptist prospects alone ex- 
ceeded the number now affiliated with our 
Baptist churches in Dayton.

LOCAL DIRECTORS 


Local Directors are 

assets to the program 
of Christian education in local churches. 
"That church which is in position to acquire 
Such skilled leadership, in addition to the 
pastor, will discover that a qualified di- 
rector of Christian education has a signifi- 
cant contribution to make to the ministry of 
the church to its people. This is achieved 
directly through the educational program of 
the church and indirectly through the sup- 
port such leadership gives the pastor in the 
total program of the church. 


"That a church has an educational responsi- 
bility at the heart of its ministry is per- 
fectly evident. From the day when our Lord 
Jesus Christ commanded, 'Go....teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you,' through nineteen centuries of 
experience on the part of Christian Church- 
es, the teaching ministry of the church has 
been basic to its effectiveness 
fellowship, evangelism, and service." 


THEIR REQUESTS MET 


When the program committee met to consider 
the 1949 Training Institutes, it capitalized 
on suggestions made by the local directors 
over the years. Therefore, we urge -the di- 
rectors to scrutinize the programs which 
have been sent to them. Many will find their 
Suggestions written therein.

These facts are worthy of note and considera- 
tion: 


1. Weekday religious education classes be- 
Gan again this September throughout the 
nation. 


The report that at least 90% of groups pre- 
viously carrying on weekday work were contin- 
uing, either as they had been or in modified 
form where necessary, is encouraging to all 
weekday workers, 


Dr. Erwin L. Shaver, Director of "Neekday Re- 
ligious Education for the International 
Council of Religious Education, has stated: 
"Public school educators and church leaders 
have interpreted the Supreme Court opinion 
of last March to forbid only sectarian 
classes in public school buildings and other 


uses of ‘public school machinery.' There- 
fore, schools are continuing to release pu- 
pils for classes in churches and other 


buildings or to dismiss school grades early 
for these classes. In a few communities the 
classes are being held after school hours." 


2. In most states which have laws legaliz- 
Ing release of children from school, state 
attorneys general or other officials have 
ruled that this practice can continue. This 
is true in nine states. Favorable rulings 
have also been made in three additional 
states.

Unfavorable action toward weekday religious 
education by state authorities has been tak- 
en only in Vermont, Michigan, Kansas, and 
Illinois. But even in these states some 
communities are continuing to release pupils 
during school hours. Others are holding 
after-school classes. 


Most of the larger cities are continuing re- 
leased time classes, St. Louis is the only 
metropolitan city known to have discontinue 
the classes. ; 


4, "Public school officials and church edu- 
cators generally feel that the Court ruling 
did not forbid religious classes except 
those meeting in school buildings or receiv- 
ing some particular form of ‘aid! from the 
school system. Thus, release of pupils for 
classes in other buildings and independent 
of the public school is, for the present, 
considered legal." 


II. The fall meeting of the Committee on 
Weekday Religious Education of the I.C.R.E. 
was held October 7 through 9, 1948. The 
discussions on all subjects revolved about 
the question: 


The discussion was led by Dr. Shaver, and 
included many individual reports from com- 
munities represented by members of the Com- 
-mittee,. 


For a detailed report, refer to the state- 
ments made under "I" of this article, and to 
the September issue of the International 
Journal of Religious Education, which car- 
ries the article: "They Want Weekday Relig- 
ious Education." 


Time was spent also in discussing the Order 
for Mandamus recently issued by the Circuit 
Court of Champaign County. This is the 
final legal action in the Champaign case and 
has a definite bearing on the future of the 
movement. It was pointed out that this 
Order establishes two principles: 


1. That school buildings cannot be used 
to house the classes, and 
2. That public school machinery cannot 
be used to enroll pupils --- 
but it does not rule upon released time as a 
whole.

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III. PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 


1. An intensive campaign of educating the 
public is needed in order to combat such ad- 
verse propaganda as is being disseminated by 
the N.E.A. headquarters, by Protestants and 
Others United for the Separation of Church 
and State, and by the Christian Century and 
a few other publications. 


It was VOTED that a committee on strategy 
should be appointed to develop public opin- 
ion in favor of weekday programs. 


2. In considering the future of weekday re- 
Tigious education at the high school level 
it was VOTED that the sub-committee previ- 
ously appointed on high school religious ed- 
ucation be continued to work in this area 
and assist in interpretation and gathering 
of material for the study. 


3. VOTED to request the Department of Week- 
day Religious Education to make available to 
the field as soon as possible: 

3.1 Advice to communities where released 
time has been withdrawn. 

3.2 Instructions as_to how desirable ex- 
tensions of the weekday: program can be made. 


IV. LITERATURE 


1. A report of the status of the Coopera- 
tive Texts was made. The Cooperative Pub- 
lishing Association had deferred action 
awaiting development of the Champaign case. 


It was reported that the book "Jesus and His 
Friends" was now in manuscript form and that 
the Baptists, to whom it was assigned for 
publication, are going ahead with it. 


There is little question that the Coopera- 
tive Publishing Association will proceed 
with the texts projected. They are satis- 
fied with the sales of these texts and have 
a genuine desire to serve the field. 


2. It was VOTED to ask Dr. Shaver to pre- 
pare a revised edition of "Remember the 
Weekday to Teach Religion Thereon," This 
will carry a statement that the edition has 
been revised since the Supreme Court opinion 
was rendered. 


3. It was VOTED to ask this Department of 
the I.C.R.E. to prepare and issue a pamphlet 
of encouragement, information, and caution 
for the Weekday field as soon as possible. 


4. The document prepared by the Joint Com- 
mittee on Family Life and Weekday Religious 
Education was presented. It was felt that 
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insufficient attention had been given in the 
document to the relationship of the home and 
the weekday church school. 


V. RELIGIOUS EDUCATION COURSES IN TEACHERS 
COLLEGES 


It was reported that this study was delayed 
because of the situation created by the 
Champaign case, and in some situations, the 
questioning of the legality of such courses. 
It was felt that schools and colleges might 
be hesitant to release this information un- 
til this situation had been clarified. 


VI. A WEEKDAY FELLOWSHIP 


The possibility of forming a Fellowship for 
weekday religious education similar to that 
formed for visual education and vacation re- 
ligious education was discussed. It was de- | 
cided to bring this matter before the Week- 
day Section at the meeting in February. 


It is wise to recall the 
PURPOSES OF WEEKDAY RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


1. To secure time during the school week 
whereby churches, acting on behalf of par- 
ents, may provide religious instruction. 


2. To bring such religious instruction into 
more intimate and effective relationship 
with the education which the child is re- 
ceiving at the hands of the state. 


5. To counteract thus the negative sugges- 
tion which is implied when a community pro- 
vides arich and varied program of public 
education and ignores or minimizes religion. 
Such an implication is untrue to the place 
religion has had and now has in our culture. 


4, To provide religious education entirely. 
at the expense of parents and churches, 


5. To provide such religious instruction on 
& purely voluntary basis, requiring that 
children be excused from school only on the 
written request of their parents. 


6. To provide religious instruction of an 
educational quality comparable to the secu- 
lar education provided by the public school. 


7. To provide more favorable time and op- 
portunity for children to receive religious 
instruction. Weekday hours outside of those 
commonly devoted to formal education are not 
satisfactory. Religion is of sufficient 
importance to justify a place inthe hours 
of formal education,

| BOOK REVIEW 


PLAY MAKING WITH CHIL- 
DREN. By Winifred Ward. 
Appleton-Century, 1947. 


It is not often that a teacher and director 
can give wholehearted endorsement to a book 
about acting. The drama is so definitely a 
matter of participation. But Winifred Ward's 
book demands the careful attention of all 
workers with small children, whether or not 
their interests lie in the field of creative 
drama. It is essentially a book on educa- 
tion. Aside from its helpful chapters on 
the kinds of material to use and methods of 
introduction and presentation, the book con- 
tains a modern dramatization, worked out with 
students in the seventh grade and carried to 
a conclusion with photographs of the final 
production. Miss Ward brings to her book 
the wisdom and good humor acquired through 
years of experimentation and success in the 
public schools of Evanston, Illinois. She 
obviously speaks with authority. She also 
speaks, however, in clear and delightful 
prose, The book is fun to read and an im- 
perative to study. 


The Director of this department has fre- 
quently deplored the use of printed or for- 
mal dramas with small children. Child ren 
always learn. But in the use of formal drama 
they too frequently learn the wrong things: 
how to assure undivided attention to them- 
selves, how far they can go in using the 
hysteria and excitement of public performance 
to secure their own ends, anda ruthless 
selfishness toward other children. In cre- 
ative drama, however, the child learns many 
of the basic principles of Christian ethics, 
merely as a by-product of the joy of cre- 
ative activity. All this and much more the 
author of PLAY MAKING WITH CHILDREN says far 
better than I. 
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One of the great modern teachers of educa- 
tion, in evolving a curriculum for small 
children, has based his work upon a unit en- 
titled SENSITIVITY TO THE NEEDS OF OTHERS. 
I know of no technique better adapted to 
sensitizing the members of a social unit 
than drama. This is particularly the case 
in teaching small children. How often the 
teacher of the primary grades hears a cry, 
"Let's play.....". "Let's play.....house." 
"Let's play...school." “Let's play...store." 
The serious business of play is closely re- 
lated to the serious business of growth. It

is the wise teacher who knows when to in- 
trude her own personality into this spon- 
taneous play. However, the wise teacher 
will occasionally suggest stories and inci- 
dents for dramatization. To pretend to be 
someone else, somewhere else, doing an ex- 
citing something else ina given situation, 
appeals to most small children. 


"How did Johnnie feel when he was a stranger 
in Sunday School “and no one offered him a 
chair?" 


"What did Jean think of Sunday School when 
we spoiled our worship time last Sunday by 
being noisy and disorderly?" 


"How do you suppose you would feel if it was 
Christmas time and no one was going to do 
anything to make you happy?" 


"What does ‘anoint! mean?" 


"What is a Samaritan, and what is a good 


one?" 
"Who is my neighbor?" 


Any one of these above questions is an ade- 
quate springboard into a brief period of 


very meaningful creative drama activity.

Even if our hearts did not urge us to 
bring the little ones to Christ, we would still 
have this imperative to show us what the Master 
wishes us to do. 

In its program for Winning the Chil- 
dren for Christ, the Division of Education has 
set up a three-fold objective. First, the program 
is geared to reach unchurched children through 
the neighborhood Bible story hour, held in the 
homes of church members. Here in a familiar 
environment the youngsters hear the story of 
Jesus told in simple language, supplemented 
with visual aids. 

The second part of the program is con- 
cerned with helping teachers in the church to 
a better understanding of the evangelistic pur- 
pose of their teaching—of their responsibility 
for bringing children to the Master. Thirdly, 
the program turns to parents, helping them to 
make religion in the home more vital and in- 
spiring them to guide their children into ways 
that are pleasing in His sight. 

A church following this program finds 
it ever so much easier to interest the unreached; 
to enlist new children and parents in the church 
school; to maintain and accelerate its children’s 
work, including the procuring and training of 
new workers; and to increase its membership, 
both child and adult. In winning the young. 
others are also won. 


Any church desiring to strengthen its 
witness through the use of this carefully 
worked-out program may request from its state 
or area office the services of a trained director. 
When the church has voted its participation, 
training dates are then agreed upon. Groups 
of churches-—as well as an individual church— 
may request the program. Even though it is a 
Baptist plan, it can be used—and the materials 
are suitable—in furthering interdenominational 
projects of Christian witness. 

The cost of packets for the Bible Story 
Hour groups are as follows. Five dollars for 
each group of fifteen children ranging in age 
from eight to thirteen; and $2.50 for each group 
of ten children whose ages are four to seven 
inclusive. The entertainment of the director 
(room, meals, in-city transportation) for the 
8-day training period constitutes the only ad- 
ditional expense involved.

This program—a clarion call to young people for 
a deeper commitment to discipleship—demonstrates three types 
of visiting, which youth will carry on throughout the year. (1) 
Reviving the interest of inactives. (2) Cultivating new pros- 
pects. (3) Seeking new decisions for Christ and His church. 

The program anticipates that each young person 
will assume definite responsibility for three unreached people. 
This to include cultivating their friendship, inviting them to 
youth meetings and church services, and influencing them for 
Christ. 

The conduct of the program is generally invested 
in deputation teams, receiving their assignments through the 
State or City Office of Christian Education; or (in some states) 
in discipleship internes—young people of unusual ability who 
are donating their time on a subsistence basis. In some instances, 
pastors working with the young people conduct the program. 

Contact the State or City Director of Christian 
Education to secure outside leadership, when it is needed. A 
set-up meeting with the outside leader should be held at least 
six weeks before the program is inaugurated. Preparation should 
include the selection of a weekend free from school functions, 
the assembling of a prospect list (all three types), the signing up 
of loyal young people to attend the weekend session, and the 
carrying out of details required by the set-up sheets. 

The weekend schedule includes a Friday evening 
supper meeting, followed by instruction and visitation; further 
instruction and visitation on Saturday morning or afternoon; a 
carefully planned fellowship event on Saturday night for all 
young people and prospects; and a special church school class 
on Sunday morning. There is more instruction and visitation on 
Sunday afternoon. The young people and their new friends con- 
duct a followership service‘on Sunday evening. 

Expense items other than a small amount of litera- 
ture, including prospect cards, are the travel and entertainment 
of the team captain for the set-up meeting and of the deputation 
team or interne for the weekend program. 

Available materials include “Youth and Disciple- 
ship Evangelism,” by Forrest B. Fordham (40c) ; “The Ministry 
of Friendly Guidance,” by Richard Hoiland (50c); and a week- 
end youth evangelism manual for deputation teams and leaders 
(30c).

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This program of evangelistic outreach 
and local church enrichment is available in three 
forms. (1) the community pattern (for a group 
of Baptist churches). (2) The single church 
pattern. (3) The National Christian Teaching 
Mission (for the convenience of an interdenom- 
inational group of churches). 

The purpose of the program is to im- 
prove the effectiveness of the Sunday church 
school and to enlarge the scope of its ministry 
in the vital field of Christian education and in 
the great imperative of evangelism. 

Its use results not only in better atten- 
dance in the church school but in the other 
organizations of Christian witness that are a 
part of church life. Moreover, attendance, at 
worship services, invariably increases. Better 
and more fruitful teaching ensues. Unreached 
persons are brought into the orbit of the church 
as preparation for a genuine acceptance of 
Christ as Lord and Saviour. There is a quicken- 
ing and deepening of spiritual life. 

The program is carried out under the 
guidance of a visiting leader, chosen on the 
basis of four qualifications. (1) Genuine in- 
terest in and understanding of Christian educa- 
tion. (2) Creditable Christian educational 
work in present field of service. (3) Participa- 


tion in special training for program leadership. 
(4) Approval by the church with which he (or 
she) is to work. 

There are four phases of the enlarge- 
ment program, each based on thorough prep- 
aration. (1) A religious census of the com- 
munity. (2) Analysis and evaluation of the 
teaching program of the Sunday church school. 
(3) Cultivation of discovered prospects. (4) 
Expansion and improvement of the church 
school in its ministry of Christian teaching and 
the fostering of Christian fellowship. 

The local church is requested to defray 
the cost of entertainment, travel, and pulpit 
supply (whenever necessary) of the visiting 
leader. Census materials cost approximately 25c 
for each canvasser. 

If your church desires to participate in 
the church school enlargement program arrange 
a meeting with your state or city director of 
Christian education. The area director will in- 
terpret the nature of the program, including 
the responsibilities, preparation, and values in- 
volved, and will make all arrangements. If a 
group of churches are interested in the com- 
munity pattern of the enlargement program, the 
area director will take the appropriate steps to 
secure national leadership. 


A glance at the world about us is suffi- 
cient to show the crying need of Christian 
leadership. Millions yet to be won to Christ. 
All too often, among those who have acknow]- 
edged Him, indifference and failure to put pro- 
fession into practice. His word, as revealed in 
the Bible, unknown or only imperfectly known 

. sometimes disregarded even when under- 
stood. 7 

The potency of leadership in Christian 
advance becomes apparent when we realize that 
85% of those who join our Baptist churches 
come from the group who attend Sunday church 
school. Many more could be won, and held for 
Christ and the church, if every teacher and 
worker were a well trained, consecrated, Chris- 
tian leader. 


Too many prospective Christians are 
lost to the church before reaching the age of 
21. Too many who have publicly confessed 
their faith have slipped easily into the old atti- 
tudes. The church needs additional leadership 
desperately both for outreach and counselling 
within. 

The will to be an effective Kingdom 
worker—an inspiring leader—is not always 
enough. Lack of training will often spoil the 
best intentions. 

About one-third of our church school 


workers each year are new to the job, and 
thousands are given assignments without pre- 
vious training. Many do not, in a year’s time, 
read a single book or magazine related specific- 
ally to their work. Many do not attend workers’ 
conferences, institutes or conventions. The ma- 
jority never attend a camp, an assembly or 
laboratory training school. Only about one- 
fourth complete a single course in leadership 
training. 

To overcome this deficiency in Northern 
Baptist witness, the leadership education pro- 
gram highlights four basic and ten advanced 
courses, as well as four vitally important courses 
in evangelism. There is nothing stereotyped 
about the program. Consider these multiple 
forms in which the courses are offered. (1) 
Local church class or school. (2) Denomina- 
tional training school. (3) Community training 
school. (4) Workers’ conferences. (5) Vaca- 
tion church school. (6) Camps, assemblies, 
laboratory schools. (7) Home study cortes- 
pondence courses. 

The program adds knowledge and skill, 
enriches personality, motivates consecration.

These summer activities gain an impe- 
tus through guidance materials prepared by the 
Board of Education and Publication. Materials 
which will assure the most meaningful use of 
the precious vacation hours in a coordinated pro- 
gram of Christian education throughout the 
summer.
